No Building Large or Small in Chicago but 
Paid Tribute to Agitator.

CHICAGO, June 29.—The evidence submitted to the Datley joint leg- 
isiative committce investigating alleged graft in the building industry 
here has convinced the committee that scarcely any building, large or 
small, erected in Chicago within the last two years has been tmmune 
from graft. The commititce made this statement in a report tonight to 


the State Legislatare. 

Exhibits produced by witnesses, 
the report said, show the “many de- 
vices and practices resorted to by 
many labor business agents, asso- 
clations of employers and materia! 
men, to stife competition and in- 
crease prices. Working rules, juris- 
dictional disputes and agreements 
of various unions and crafts have 
furnished a fertile field for criminal 
operations of dishonest business 
agents.” 

METHODS EMPLOYED. 


“These methods @mployed in ex- 
acting tribute,” the report continues, 
“have been infinite in disguise. It 
has been exacted in the form of in- 
surance against etrikes by the pay- 
ment of money before construction 
of buildings was begun, or by the 
payment of large sums of money to 
prevent strikes called upon the 
slightest, or no pretext whatever, 
by the payment of money to call off 
strikes, whether such strikes had 
any foundation or not from the 
union labor viewpoint. 

“Associations of material men 
have been guilty of practices as 
hurtful to building operations as 
the criminal practices of crooked 
business agente Exchange of cost 
information, pooling of bids, ex- 
change of bids and of price lists, re- 
porting to each other of bids and 
contracts, average cost systems, re-

“Enemy” Caught, Fifty Miles Off Shore 


and Bombed From Air.

SEA, June 29.—The radio-controlied | 


battleship Iowa, representing an enemy fleet attacking the Adlantic Coast, 
was located in a few minutes less than two hours by Army dirigities 
today when about fifty miles off Cape Henry. 


More than a score of bombing 
planes, manned by naval and Marine 
Corps personnel, rushed to the 
scene in response to radio messages 
from the blimps that the “enemy” 
had been located, and hurled eighty 
dummy bombs of various sizes at the |

The ease with which the air 
forces located the loewa, knowing 
only that the vessel was somewhere 
between Cape Hatteras and Cape 
Henlopen, a distance of about 215 
miles, was a source of surprise to 
most of the naval officers who wit- 
nessed the bombing, and of grati- 
fication to the Army men. ut

The formula for finding the cor- 
responding ad valorem on foreign 
valuation when the American ad 
valorem is given is to subtract the 
American ad valorem from 100 per 
cent and divide the American ad 
valorem by the remainder; for il- 
lustration, suppose the American 
valuation is 20 per cent. One hun- 
dred per cent less 20 per cent leaves 
80 per cent. Twenty divided by 
eighty equals twenty-five, the ad 
valorem on foreign valuations. To 
~wreduce a foreign ad valorem to 
American ad valorem, add to 100 
per cent the foreign ad valorem and 
divide the foreign ad valorem by 
the sum. Suppose the foreign ad 
valorem is 60 per cent. One hundred 
per cent plus 60 per cent is 160 per 
cent. Sixty divided by 160 equals 
thirty-seven and one-half or the 
ad valorem on American valuation. 

WOOL GROWERS WIN.

MATHEWS CONTINUES

(EXGLASIVE DISPATCH! 

WASHINGTON, June 29.—W. B. 
Mathews, city water attorney for Los 
Angeles, is still busy in the Interior 
Department, and has been working 
out a tentative contract by which 
Los Angeles is to be permitted to 
bulld the dam at Boulder Canyon and 
distribute the power as it sees fit. 

As near as can be learned from 
the information available, the pro- 
posed dam alone will cost from fifty 
to sixty million dollara. Equipment 
to turn the water into electricity 
is estimated at $300 per horse power, 
and as the lowest estimate is 600.- 
000 horse power this one item would

WASHINGTON, June 29.—Gov- 
ernmental agencies having ta do with 
former service men are requested in 
a resolution adopted today by the 
Senate investigating committee not 
to transfer or remove any employee 
who appears at the inquiry or is 
referred to in testimony without nott!- 
fying the committee and stating the 
reasons.

The Bureau of Power 
and Light would like to assume the 
cost of the dam, take the power, and 
redistribute it to as many Southern 
\galifornia cities as are in need of it, 
etting the government dispose of 
the water to ftrrigation districts in 
the inla country. The Edison 
company,’ it ig reported, would glad- 
ly do the same thing, turning over 
surplus power to smaller electrical 
distributing companies in the South- 
weet. 

The proposed dam praject would 
cost approximately $52,000,000, it is 
sald. Mr. Mulholland thinks that 
the government will be favorable to 
letting the city handle the power. He 
saves that ne progress was made in 
that regard while he was in Wash- 
ington because Secretary Fall was 
absent from the capital.

Dallying with a national law is as dan- 
gerous as distributing matches in a powder 
magazine. To decline to obey a law because 
one personally disproves the principle it 
codifies is to deny the right of existence 
of representative government. Patriotism 
consists in putting the public welfare before 
personal interest. A law is the expression 
of the will of the majority; it is the public 
will, and to oppose the individual will to 
the public will is to violate the fundamen- 
tals of the American Constitution. 


The Eighteenth Amendment is as much 
& part of the Constitution as the Fifth 
Amendment, which provides that no person 
shall be deprived of life, liberty or prop- 
erty without due process of law. The Bight- 
eenth Amendment was passed by a two- 
thirds vote of both houses of Congress and 
ratified by the Legislatures of three-fourths 
of the States. Its validity has been attest- 
ed to by the Supreme Court of the United 
States; and f will continue to be a law 
until an amendment repealing it has been 
approved by a two-thirds vote in Congress 
and ratified by three-fourths of the Amer- 
ican States. 


Whatever one's individual opinion, the lid 
on booze is nailed down and reinforced with 
bands of steel, and it is not at all probable 
that the present generation will see the 
prohibition amendment repealed. We are 
fully aware that there are sections of the 
country in which it is not popular, where 
local self-determination would lead to its 
immediate repeal; but that is no justifica- 
tion for etther violation or lax enforcement.

It is not generally known that the Hellen- 
ic kingdom has produced in our own days 
com- 


city of the Acropolis. Particularly during 
the last ten years has he published volumes 
of verse which, eccording to BDugene Cle 
ment. a French critic of standing, “raise 
him beyond comparison not only above all 
poets of modern Greece, but above all poets 
of contemporary Europe.” 

All he has written, however, passes 
over the long centuries of Christian Greece 
as if they were years to be ignored and 
forgotten.

SWIGGETT PLAN. 

The Swiggett plan of increasing the 
value of scholastic training through a co 
ordination of such work with the industrial 
requirements of the nation means another 
forward stride for America and is especial- 


| ly important to the future of Los Angeles. 


By what has happily been termed “com- 
mercial engineering” the Bureau of Educa- 
tion of the United States Department of 
the Interior, with Dr. Glen Levin Swiggett 
directing the entire program, is undertaking 
the threefold task of assuring trained em- 


ployeés for industry, of making reasonably . 


certain the placing of such workers and of 
fostering regional and foreign trade devel- 
opment. 

Tt is significant that the plan, which has 
also been indorsed by forty-four States, is 
essentially democratic. It proposes to add , 
to the commercial strength of the nation | 
by improving the business fitness of all of 
its boys and girls. Every pupil who enters 
& public school will have the opportunity’ 
to take courses which will make his entry 
into business easy and logical for himself 
and remunerative to his employer... The 
ghastly waste in talents on the part of stu- 
dents and in production units by the em- 
ployer under the present unrelated condi- 
tion of business and education will be swept 
away. ; 

Germany, under the influence of Stinnes, 
is adopting a “roof trust,” or national busi- 
ness merger scheme, which will eliminate 
competition at home and will place foreign 
competitors at a disadvantage. England, in 
such vital matters as shipping, ofl, coal and 
other essentials, is putting the strength of 
the government behind business undertak- 
ings. France and Holland are ¢ven more 
vigorous fn their programs. 

Circumstances are forcing the United 
States to gird itself industrially. The re- 
gional system applied to industry is val- 
uable in such a juncture because it will 
give to commercial leaders information, 
trained workers and a broad plan of battle 
heretofore lacking. As the first step it will 
see that the generation soon to step into 
our industries loses as little time as pos- 
sible on educational blind alleys and side- 
shows and gets seriously down to basic and 
essential facts. As the consummating step 
it will encourage business men to advance 
in large units, not just as cities or groups 
within cities, but as entire sections solidi- 
fied by their assets, their enthusiasm and 
their well-defined goal. 

Such a program applied to region four, 
of which Los Angeles is the key city, would 
mean the stimulation and expansion of 
those very principles of co-operation and 
large planning on which the substantial 
growth of this section has so far rested. 

“Commercial engineering” available for 
business; statesmanship, aye, generalship 
applied to the struggle for world markets— 
this is the heart of the project and the se-' 
cret of the strong appeal which it makes to 
the best business brains of the nation.

POWER OF THE PRESIDENT. 

The legal functions of the Presi- 
dent’s office are so eminent that he 
cannot escape the responsibilities of 
executive action, however much he 
may be inclined to avoid them. His 
constitufional powers aloné make 
him the pivot upon which ali the ad- 
ministrative machinery operates. 

He appoints the heads of depart- 
ments and may direct their major 
policies. His power of appointment 
to all the greater offices is far-reach- 
ing. He can recommend, shape and 
veto legislation. His control over 
foreign affairs is virtualhy complete. 
He is commanderinchief of the 
army and the navy. In short, he is 
the most potent constitutional func- 
tionary in the world. 

All these constitutional powers have 
been vastly augmented by practice 
and custom, The President today 
can do immumerable things that 
George Washington or Thomas Jef- 
ferson would never have dared do, 
even if they had thought of them. 

The constitutional conception of 
the President is that of a Chief Ex- 
ecutive, an administrator; custom 
has added to this conception that of 
leadership, of initiation.—([Samuei

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THE IMMIGRATION 
PROBLEM.

The population of continental 
U.S.A. is, in round numbers, 105,000, 
000. The speed of growth in popu- 
lation has exceeded the powers of 
assimilation. because the growth was 
principally due to artificial expan- 
sion through {mmigration of foreign- 
ers, largely with migtaken notions 
of America and our ideals, our char- 
acter, our purposes and our aims. 

The World War has wnsettled 
standards the world over. We nat- 
urally have not escaped. Although 
our demoralization is economically 
less, our moral and ethical problems 
‘are a8 great and insistent as in the 
countries more seriously injured eco- 
nomically. 

Conditions are favorable juat now 
for recasting the American immigra- 
tion policy on lines whose wisdom 
has been demonstrated by the le» 
sons of the past decade or two dec 
ades, and it would appear. to those 
who are in touch with the direction 
of American economics that right 
now is the time to call an absolute 
halt; that right now is the time for 
a thorough survey and understand- 
ing of conditions as they aré, upon 
which to base a sound national pol- 
icy for standardized future proced- 
ure; with, of course, but one object 
in view—America first—the Amer- 
ican soul, the American ideal, safe- 
guarded and preserved for perpetra- 
tion and to be handed down, intact, 
oe generations OF AMER- 


The danger is pressing and immit- 
nent. The. need for action is urgent, 
for prompt action Imperative, if we 
are to avold the threatened addition 
to our problems. All Bastern Eu- 
rope is preparing to emigrate to 
America. Prewar volume of Euro 
pean immigration has already been 
resumed, and reports indicate that 
millions are preparing to come. 

To permit this great influx during 
a time of reorganization and rehab- 
flitation would be criminal lack of 
foresight and sound business judg- 
ment, to say nothing of constructive 
statesmanship. 

Our first duty is to staDilize the 
America that is, keeping out abso- 
lutely all problems not already our 
own and already a part of our eco- 
nomic and political situation. To 
admit this foreign wave into the 
midst of unsettled and sufficiently 
perplexing conditions is simply to 
—— our troubles and our prob- 

ms. 

A period of readjustment impends. 
We have here the known quantities 
with which to reckon and on which 
to base our plans and calculations. 
To what extent unemployment a 
our present citizens may be part 
the reconstructive problem we do 
not know; but it would be folly to ' 
add millions of foreigners until we 
have arranged to previde for the 
millions already here, who are a part 
of us and must be reckoned in all 
America First plans. . 

It is time to shut down and take 


stock of our human assets and to |. 


cancel all orders for new human raw 
material until we know definitely 
and conclusively where we stand. It 


millions more until we have ar- 
ranged for their reception, distribn- 


of needs and policies, whereon to 
base our future action as it relates 
to the welcoming of further foreign 
elements to pur population. 
Not in the spirit of selfishness nor 
of isolation, but in the unflinching

A bar- 
ber the other day in Santa Barbara 
cut off a woman's head because she 
talked too much; but it is very 
doubtful if he considered this his 
sacred right. More likely he con- 
sidered it hig bounden duty. 

“Some people,” she says, “think it 
is liberty that they are allowed to 
go to see immoral motion pictures 
on Sunday instead of being com- 
pelied to go to church or stay home.” 
That is true. Some people actually 
believe that -compulsion of any sort 
actually does interfere with liberty. 
I do, for instance, and anyone who 


ever tries to cormmpel me to go to. 


church on Sunday or to stay at home 
will be hurt. 

But, if instead of going to see an

day I prefer to sit quietly at home 
and read the filthy, drunken and 
incestuous story of Lot and his 
daughters in the Bible, that is my 
affair.
